Claims 9, 11, 15, & 16 are rejected under 35 U.S,C. 
102(b) as being anticipated by Armitage 4,781,386. 

Armitage shows an arrow head including a ferrule having 
a locking portion 52, blades having a forward notch to mate 
with the locking portion, and a locking nut 36 at the rear 
of the ferrule to hold the blades in place. 

Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

Claims 10, & 12-14 are objected to as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art does not disclose an arrow head including 
a ferrule having a locking portion, blades mounted on the 
ferrule and coupled thereto by means of notches in their 
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center portions that mate with the locking portion, and a 
locking nut at the rear of the ferrule. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure.
